A record card was made out for each

Tho Clinic is open to any youngster 
living in Greenbolt whether it boloiigs 
to tho Health Association or not. Hours 
are from 8:30 to 10i30 every Friday, 

The doctor will have no office hours 
on Friday morning. 

Dr. Christenson has stressed that the 
Clinic is for ’’well babies”, not sick 
ones. Those children with sore throats, 
or colds, must make special appointments 
so that they will not expose tho group 
of children to their ailment.

■■.Vlien this bank was origianlly con- 
cioved there v/as no irmaedlate need, for 
it, but when, in the past v;eek, the 
cDorgciicy arose, it bocajao an exigency. 
And v;ith accidents, severe infections, 
and other causes of blood loss, there 
Ts e definite need lor blood availa¬ 
bility, Orecnbolt citizens are an¬ 
ticipating ajid preparing to rioct all 
omorgcncies. It is a perscnal insurr 
anco for each individual life and, al¬ 
though every citizen nay not eventually 
boconc a volunteer donor, lie is assured 
a chance for a now lease or. life bv 
tho free blood of his neighbor.

7, Protection from noise and dirt of 
traffic highnTiys; from fire hazards;, 
from building or structural hazards| from 
neighborhood, nuisances and moral hazards. 


hlicthcr the fanily lives in city, 

' tova., or country if provided vrith the 
above basic needs and cai incono to 
support then, the nenbers of that fanily 
can ’’maintain health raid protect morals, 
nccessury according to law for proper 
living,” 

Ndvr, how docs Grccnbolt supply these 
needs? 

First, the tenm v/e.s planned as an 
experiment in fenily living and not 
for roal estate speculation. As in the 
ca.se of all oxpcrinontal vrork, v/hether 
by privc.tc industry or by governnont, 
this one cost a lot of money, and many 
lessons have been learned that v;ould 
result in bettor planning and lo'wer 
costs. But, in supplying the fundanen- 
tals for the good fanily life it has 
combined beauty and utility and created 
a permanent place for fanily living. 

Light, air and space v/crc primary 
considerations. None of the basic re¬ 
quirements havd been lost in groupiiig 
the houses, liy friends v/ho live in 
large houses or old-fashioned housce 
say, ’’Such little roons and closets^” 

^cs, in comparison v/ith v/hcrc they 
live, but on the contrary large and 
spacious vdicn compared with the dwellings 
novr occupied by ono-third of the nc^tion. 

As for sanitation, v/hen tv7cnty-fivc 
dollars a month rent in the District 
mil pay for an old ”tunblc-dovm" house, 
or a couple of roons, mth p.n outdoor 
toilet and running v/r.ter in’the yard, 
no bath, a rusty kitchen sin):, if any,— 
vdiat Grconbclt offers is luxurious» A 
bath, toilet, and shiny kitchen sinl: 
vrith hot and cold running vrator, inside 
the house, is beyond the present pos¬ 
sibility for ono-third of the families 
in the capital city of the nation. How 
can they stay vrcll? They do not. The 
hospitals tell the talc and the toll. 

The same a.pplics to the convenidnees 
and comforts. Children"vron’t die if 
they do not have a place to play or a 
quiet well-lighted place to study. But 
they do fail in their school work vrhich 
too often loads to discouragement and 
perho.ps delinquency. There arc fevrer 
rjid fc'vcr places for the unskilled 
vrorkcr v/ho fails for one reason ur 
another to.get an education. 
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THE HEALTH A^fiigC lATTON'"'^'" 

i - 

The Well-Baby Clinic iSs^providing an 
important service to the town. To sane 
mombors of the Health Association it 
seems too valuable a service to be rend¬ 
ered free to non-members. They say why 
should our Association’s facilities, 
which ViTo pay for, be used for others who 
do not contribute their shared 

There are several answers to this: 

First, the Association wants to nako 
the tovn as healthy a place to live as 
possible. Everyone of us profits if %vo 
have healthy men, women, and children 
livinrr about us. 

Second, the Association is not a 
closed corporation but a community pro¬ 
ject. It should not stand aloof from 
the community as a vdiole; it should 
offer positive leadership toi^ard com— 
munity-mdo health. 

Third, if the Association renders 
cvcjr','- possible service to the Community 
T/ith the funds it has, then more and 
more Greenbeltians v/'ill ceme to realize 
the value ef joining the Association. 

And the sooner that happens the sooner 
Groenbolt v/ill have the second and third 
doctors, the maternity mrd, the special 
equipment, and the ccmpleto organization, 
that the Association has planned for it. 

THE CREDIT UNiai 

Of the three cooperative enterprises 
now serving Groenbolt, the Credit Union 
enjoys tho most popular approval. Its 
contribufcion to the welfare of its 
members sooms most striking because tho 
abuses of the loansharks arc so detest¬ 
able and relief from these abuses is 
so nocossary. 

Hcr.vever, the opportunity the Union 
offers for safe, profitable investing 
is net so generally recognized. 

The fact that there are practically 
no Credit Union failures, and that 
dividends realized on deposits arc us¬ 
ually five per cent or more, might well 
be pointed out. 

A.lso noteworthy is the fact that the 
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greai cankers Wvo come to rea lize 
loans to individuals, such as those 
made by Credit Unions, are the best of 
all possible risks. 

Our local group has many loan appli^ 
cations -which it cannot accept because 
of lack of funds. Many of -these appli¬ 
cations point out urgent noeds; all of 
them are efforts to provide moro satis¬ 
factory living for Greonbolt Citizens. 

Therefore the Cooporator strongly 
urges Gvoryono to save every cent they 
can and invest it in the Credit Union. 
There it -will not only prove a very 
profitable personal inves-tment, but also 
an excellent contribution to the -welfare 
of the coirniuni-by. 

THE TOM COUNCIL DISCUSSES 


The Town Council mot Monday night 
July 11 and did nothing but discuss a 
lot of things, according to a report ob¬ 
tained from the Town Clerk by a ropro- 
sontative of the Cooperator.

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RADIO FLASHES

RADIO ANTENNAS APPROTED FOR GREEJIBELT 

There have been many questions and 
inquiries concerning radios, radio re¬ 
ception, and radio stations'. From 
time to time, I shall attempt to dis¬ 
cuss problems of gonoral interest -which 
■will enable radio listeners to get 
moro efficiency from thoir sots# 

A good many people often ask mo 
why it is that thoy can not got as 
good reception hero in Grocnbclt on 
their sots as thoy did in Washington, 
There aro many reasons for this, but 
the principal one is that the majori-ty 
of the houses here aro shielded by a 
metal lathe which absorbs the signal 
from the station# Perhaps all of you 
have experienced the fading of the pro¬ 
gram on an automobile radio -vdion 
passing under a metal bridge# The 
some principal applies hero# 

Perhaps the oasiost way to secure 
hotter reception would be to ha-v© an 
outside aerial ins-tall od. Mr, Fulmer 
has approved outside antennas for all 
homos here in Greenbelt# The apart¬ 
ments ha VO special built in aerials# 

Of course, those ontonnas are of a 
special construction and must bo in¬ 
stalled according to regulations. 

Then can bo installed at the ncminal 
price of $1#25 to your sot# I, per¬ 
sonally, cannot install these aerials 
duo to the lack of time, but I ha-ve 
appointed a man to do the work. If 
you aro intorestod in an outside 
aerial, just coll 2791 or drop mo a 
penny post card in box 163, and I 
will personally soo to it ihat you 
have a pronpt installation# 

One of -the worst nuisances in radio 
reception is tho noise. There are 
several things which might bo done to 
eliminate noise. Of-course, an cut- 
side aerial is one of tho greatest 
aids to perfect reception. Sonotimos, 
reversing the floor plug -will over¬ 
come any polarity in the current and 
afford a clear tone# During tho
